NOTES ON CURRENT FRENCH LITERATURE. 


Parts, 4th August, 1856. - 
The old sneer of the Edinburgh Reviewer—* Who reads an Ameri- 
ean book?” is almost forgotten. Should any one happen to remember 
it, he might triumphantly oppose to it the statistics of the book-trade in 
the United States exhibited by the last number of the Revue Brittan- 
nigue. This review is surprised at the figures which it borrows through 
Ohambers’ Journal from a Boston paper. It concludes that with your 
sa ype and 3000 booksellers, and 750 paper-manufactories, an- 
nually supplying 270,000,000 pounds of printing paper estimated at 
$27,000,000, the fabrication of books must be carried on in the United 
States upon the grandest scale—il se fait aux Etats-Unis la plus grand- 
toee fabrication de livres de toute espéce. It mentions the general use 
of the electrotype process in the printing-offices in Boston, and the ex- 
periments now being made in that city, with a view to diminish by one- 
third the expense of stereotyping. “ If,” says the Revue Brittannique, 
“some modern Omar were to burn all the libraries of Europe, it would 
require but very few years for the printers of the United States to repair 
the disaster, for they have especially perfected the rapidity of compo- 
sition and press-work. In twice twenty-four hours, the firm of the 
Feprinted 30,000 copies of the last romance of Bulwer, ‘ My 
Novel,’ the most extensive of all his works—one of those books which 
in France'with Alexandre Dumas’ publishers would form from twelve to 
twenty volumes in 8vo.”

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LIBRARY OF THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 
r From the Cyclopedia of Literary and Scientific Anecdote. 

» The library of the British Museum ranks third amongst the national 
collections in Europe, and is inferior to. none in the curiosities and 
rarities of literature. The following notes of a visit to the library may 
not be unacceptable. The number of volumes it contains is 450,000; 
and one of the librarians assured us that they occupy fifteen miles of

To the books of Sir Hans Sloane, forming the nucleus of the library, 
George II. added in 1757 the books collected by the Kings of Englan 
from the time of Henry VII., and which included amongst others the 
library of Archbishop Cranmer. The King annexed to this gift the 
right, which the Royal Library had acquired in Queen Anne’s reign, to 
a copy of every new book entered at Stationers’ Hall. In 1823, the 
magnificent library of George III. was presented to the Museum by 
George IV., on condition that it should for ever be kept separate 
from the rest of the coflection. This library, which was commenced 
when the establishments of the Jesuits were broken up and their books 
dispersed, was enriched from these sources with some of the rarest 
works of antiquity. It also contains choice early editions of the clas- 
sics, reports of learned bodies, productions of the Caxton press, the his- 
tories of the European states, in their respective languages, and a cele- 
brated geographical and topographical collection, itself a great curios- 
ity. The mere catalogue of the contents of this inedited Royal Atlag 
fills two octavo volumes. For state reasons, it was customary in former 
times—and the rule is not yet, we believe, altogether relaxed—to withhold 
this collection from the publie eye, and especially from the examination 
of foreigners. In addition to the general topographical description of 
the country by counties, it contains sketches of every place of strength 
in the kingdom, showing how they could be put in a posture of defence, 
and rendered available either against ‘‘malice domestic” or “foreign 
levy.” The curator favored us with a sight of the illustrations of two 
Scottish counties; they happened to be those of Lanark and Dumbarton, 
and resembled large scrap-books, containing maps, old pictures of towns 
and villages, landscapes, sketches of old castles and peel houses, views 
of mansion-houses and demesues, plans of Dumbarton Castle, statistical a 
notes, entries, and odds and ends connected with the district. These ‘ 
multifarious materials are arranged with clearness and neatness, so as 
to be of ready reference. The labor of their compilation must have 
been prodigious. The entire of the King’s library is in beautiful order. 

In one apartment we were allowed to examine Henry the Eighth’s 
Bible, beautifully printed on vellum, in three volumes, with illuminated ; 
initial letters, and gorgeously bound. It bears this inscription: “This 
Booke is presented unto your most excellent highness by youre loving, 
faithfull, and obedient subject and daylye oratour, Anthonie Master of 
London, haberdasher. The Byble in Englyshe. 1541.” It is something a 
to know that bluff King Hal possessed a Bible. It does not, to be sure, 4 
bear marks of having been much used by its royal owner. At all events, 
it was not from this source he derived the materials of his Defence of 
the Seven Sacraments, for which Pope Leo the Tenth conferred upon 
bim the title of “ Defender of the Faith,” ever since borne by the Brit- 
ish sovereigns. Nor could it be from his father that the youthful and 
pious Edward VI. acquired that reverence for the Scriptures, which led 
him to reprove a companion for laying upon the floor a Bible—who 
can say but it was this identical copy ?—that by standing on it he might 
reach a sheif in an apartment where they were amusing themselves. 

Here also are the Elector of Saxony’s copy of Martin Luther’s trans- 
lation of the Bible, with illuminations; Martin Luther’s own copy of 
the Bible, 1542; Myles Coverdale’s Bible, 1530, the first printed in 
England; Charlemagne’s Bible, &c. 

In glancing cursorily over a collection of letters and other manu- 
scripts of celebrated individuals, the following were noticed :—The 
handwritings of Shakspeare, Newton, Voltaire, Tasso, Lady Jane Grey, 
Edward the Sixth, Queen Elizabeth, Oliver Cromwell, and Melancthon, 
—the latter broad, massive, angular, and strongly resembling Dr. Chal- ~ 
mers’; Lady Jane Grey’s prayer-book; Pope’s Homer, with the elab- 
orate erasures, interlineations, and re-castings, of which examples are 
given in Johnson’s Life of the poet, by way of illustrating the intellec- 
tual process by which that great work was performed, and the grada- 
tions by which it advanced to correctness. This original copy of the 
Iliad, it is stated by Johnson, was “obtained by Bolingbroke as a cu- 
riosity, descended from him to Mallet, and is now by the solicitation of 
the late Dr. Maty, deposited in the Museum.” A variety of Oriental 
manuscripts are included in this miscellaneous department, amongst 
which are copies of the Koran. 

But the interest felt by the visitor here is centred chiefly on two 
documents which belong to history. The first is superscribed—* Bull 
of Pope Innocent III., whereby he receives in fee the Kingdom of Eng- 
land, given to the Roman Church by virtue of a Charter confirmed by 
the Golden Seal of King John, and takes it into his apostolical prote 
tion. Given at St. Peter’s, 11 Kalends of May, a.p. 1214, and of the” 
Pontificate of Pope Innocent the 17th year.” The surrender of his” ~

¥8 one of the dark spots of our history. King John quarrelled with Pope 
Innocent III. about the appointment of an Archbishop of Canterbury. 
The Pope quashed a double election by the monks, and appointed by his 
own authority Stephen Langton, to whom we owe the first division of 
the Bible into chapters and verses. The King espoused the cause of a 
favorite bishop. The grand instrument of the power and policy of the 
Romish Church in those days was the sentence of interdict. The Pope 
Jaunched this sentence against England. The King made ineffectual 
attempts to resist and roll it back. But the priesthood stood by the 
Pope, and the people by the priests. The churches were closed; the 
were silent which summoned the people to prayers; the dead 
were buried in unconsecrated places, thrown into ditches or huddled 
away in common fiélds; marriages were celebrated in churchyards, that 
the most gladsome occurrences of life might be shaded by the all-per- 
yading gloom; the statues and pictures of the saints were invested in 
* gable, or laid prostrate on the ground; no religious ordinance was dis- 
, save baptism to those who had come into the world, and ex- 
treme unction to those going out of it. The rupture continued for 
several years; but the King remained obstinate, and retaliated by con- 
fiscating the estates of the clergy. The Pope again applied the screw. 
He declared that John had forfeited his crown, released his subjects 
from their allegiance, proclaimed a crusade against England, and com- 
missioned the French King to execute it. Craven and treacherous, as 
he was truculent and tyrannical, John surrendered to the Pontiff, ac- 
knowledged his appointment to the primacy of the English Church, 
consented to do homage to the Pope—which, presently, with bended 
knees and folded hands, he accorded to the Pope’s legate, who, with 
insolent triumph, trampled under foot the first instalment of the abject 
sovereign’s tribute-money; and finally the degraded munarch drew up 
the charter cited in the bull now before us, in which he formally re- 
signed England and Ireland to God, to St. Peter and St. Paul, and to 
Pope Innocent and his successors in the apostolical chair, agreeing to 
hold his dominions as feudatory of the Romish Church, by paying a 
thousand marks yearly. 
The other historical deed is Magna Charta. A year had scarcely 
after his reconciliation with the Pope, when King John became 
involved in the contest with the Barons of England which resulted in 
establishing the foundations of our national liberty. The King had ren- 
dered himself obnoxious to all ranks by the oppressive and arbitrary 
character of his government. His rapacious exactions, his licentious 
habits, and the surrender of the independence of the kingdom to the 
Pope, had sunk their monarch so low in the eyes of his subjects, that 
everything seemed favorable for their striking a blow, not merely at the 
arbitrary prerogative of the reigning sovereign, but for the recovery 
of the ancient Saxon privileges of which they had been deprived by 
their Norman conquerors. In this cause the clergy joined the nobles, 
, and even the power of the Pope failed to repress their ardor or daunt 
their resolution. They persevered and triumphed. On the plains of 
Runnymede, in the year 1215, was extorted from the tyrant John, the 
Magna Charta Communium Libertatum, the Great Charter of the Com- 
mon Liberties. By this deed the clergy and nobility secured various 
provisions advantageous to their respective orders. But its effect upon 
the common people, then in a state of villainage, or vassalage to the 
landed proprietors, although less direct and apparent, was destined to be 
greatly more important and permanent. The rise of towns and the 


origin of burghal privileges, conduced more to the extinction of villain- | 


age than any other cause; and without intending it, the barons and 
clergy gave an irresistible impulse to the progress of freedom amongst 
the lower classes, by introducing into the Charter a clause consolidating 
and pais the liberties and privileges of towns. But the article by 
which the foundations of our free constitution were laid broad and deep 
was that which proclaimed that “No freeman shall be apprehended or 
umprisoned, or disseised (that is, deprived of anything he possesses), or 
outlawed, or banished, or any way destroyed, nor will we go upon him, 
nor will we send upon him (pronounce sentence against him, or allow 
any of the judges to do so), except by the legal judgment of his peers, 
or by the law af the land. (Nulli vendemus, nulli negubimus, aut dif- 
Seremus rectum aut judicium.) To none will we sell, to none will we 
deny, to none will we delay right or justice.” From this epoch the dis- 
tinction between the Norman and the Saxon race began to melt away, 
and it is here, as Mr. Macaulay has observed, that the history of the 
ae owe nation commerces. Hitherto the history of successive reigns 
h been a record of wrongs inflicted and sustained by different tribes. 
‘When John became king,” remarks the historian just named, “the dis- 
tinetion between Saxons and Normans was strongly marked, but before 
the end of the reign of his grandson it had almost disappeared. In the 
—_ of Richard the First, the ordinary imprecation of a Norman gen- 
— was, ‘May I become an Englishman!’ His ordinary form of 
dignant denial was, ‘Do you take me for an Englishman?’ The de- 
scendant, of such a gentleman, a hundred years later, was proud of 
the English name.” : 
In the memorable interview between the King and the barons, the

latter appear to have submitted their demands drawn up in the 
preliminary articles of agreement, to which John affixed his seal, 
articles were then embodied in the Charter, copies of which were. 
after being signed, to each county or each diocese in England; 
these only three are now known to exist. One is preserved in the 
brary of the cathedral at Salisbury, and two are deposited in the 
Museum. One of the latter is said to have been rescued from the seis- 
sors of a tailor, who was proceeding to cut the parchment into meas- 
sures. They bear the marks of fire, having been slightly injared when 
part of the Cottonian library, before it was deposited in the Museum, 
was burnt, in 1731. In one copy, the waxen seal affixed by the King 
has been partially melted; in the other, it is destroyed. 

Amongst the ancient charters in this part of the collection is. the 
Bull of Pope Leo X., conferring on Henry VIIL. the title of “ Defender 
of the Faith.” This document was also injured by the fire which 
destroyed the Cottonian collection. A set of the great Seals of the 
sovereigns is preserved here. One of the oldest English charters is 
title to Battle Abbey, in Sussex, granted by William the Conqueror, 
once famous ecclesiastical foundation owed its origin to the battle 
Hastings, which decided the Norman conquest. in 1066. The Abbey 
was commenced by the Conqueror the year after. ' 

The library contains a collection of English newspapers, s 
back to the first periodical publication, which is a pamphlet, dated 1588, 
and called the Znglish Mercurie. The first newspaper, properly so 
called, did not appear till many years after. The oldest newspaper we 
noticed in the collection was dated 1616, and was occupi 
“ News out of Holland.” Till long after this period occasional pamph- 
lets and tracts served the purpose of the newspaper, which did not 
assume anything like its present character till after the Revolution of 
1688. Mr. Macaulay describes the earlier efforts at newspaper litera- 
ture in his History ef England. He mentions that in 1685 nothing like 
the London daily paper of our time existed, or could exist, for want of 
capital, skill, and freedom, The political conflicts which preceded the 
Revolution gave rise to a number of publications, which are thus de- 
scribed: —‘ None exceeded in size a single small leaf. The quantity of 
matter which one of them contained in a year was not more than is 
often found in two numbers of the Times.’ Then came the London 
Gazette. “The contents generally were a royal proclamation, two or 
three Tory ad Iresses, notices of two or three promotions, an account of 
a skirmish between the Imperial troops and the Jaaissaries on the 
Danub-, a description of a highwayman, an announcement,of a ® 
cockfight between two persons of honor, and an advertisement 0} 
a reward for a stray dog. The whole made up two pages of 
size.

A biographical discovery of some importance has been made, we under- q 
stand, by Mr. Thomas Wright, among the manuscripts of the Library ofthe 
Hunterian Museum at Glasgow. It was supposed that no manuscript now 
existed of the celebrated collection of stories known as the ‘‘ Cent Nouvelles 
Nouvelles,” compiled at the Court of the Dukes of Burgundy, immediately 
after the year 1461, for the Duke Philippe-le-Bon ; and in this belief the 
modern eritical editions have all been founded on the old black-letter printed 
editions, the earliest of which dates from the latter end of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Mr. Wright found at Glasgow, last October, a fine manuscript, in @ 
writing of the period when the book was composed, with illuminations by 
good artist, and apparently the same manuscript described in the ancient 
catalogue of the library of the Dukes of Burgundy. In this case it would be 
the author’s own copy made for presentation to Philippe-le-Bon ; and one or 
two circumstances about the manuscript lead to the belief that the first leaf, 
which is unfortunately lost, contained a large illumination, representing, as 
was the prevailing custom in such cases, the author presenting his book to 
the Duke. A manuscript answeriag in every particular of its description to 
that now in the Hunterian Library, as well as to that in the ancient library 
of the Dukes of Burgundy, occurs in the catalogue of the books of M. Gaignat, 
Paris, 1769, and is marked as having been sold for a hundred franes (£4). As 
this was just the period at which Dr. Hunter was forming his library, there 
can be little doubt he was the purchaser of M. Gaignat’s manuscript. We 
understand that Mr. Wright is preparing a new edition of the “Cent Nou- 
velles Nouvelles,” formed entirely on the text of the Glasgow manuseript— 
and it will form one of the volumes of the selection of works from the old 
literature of France, now publishing, by M. Jannet, of Paris, under the title 
of the “ Bibliothéque Elzévirienne.”—Athenceum. 

A very interesting work is now being published in Dresden, entitled 
“The History of Germany, in pictures, taken from original drawings by 
German artists, with explanatory text by Dr. Biilau.” It will be brought 
out in numbers, and completed in three volumes, containing in all from fifty 
to sixty numbers, and from two hundred to two hundred and fifty woodeuts, 
from drawings made expressly for this history. Each number contains four 
engravings and eight pages of letterpress. The first volume begins with the 
earliest records of the German people, and will come down to the end of the | 
Hohenstaufens; the second includes the period from Rudolph of Hon 
to the peace of Westphalia; and the third proceeds with the history, whie 
will be brought down to our own times. Dr. Balau, who contributes the 
historical text, is a professor of the University of Leipsic, a man of sound his- ‘ 
torical knowledge, and well-deserved reputation in literary circles; and the 
names of the artists employed,—such as Bendemann, Hiabner, Richter, q 
Schnorr, Erhardt, von Sehwindt, Steinle, Kaulbach, and Lessing,—are & 
sufficient guarantee for the excellence of the illustrations. The two last 
named artists have not as yet sent in a formal promise of assistance, but 
there is little doubt but that they will contribute in the course of publication. 
This list includes some of the first names in the two great schools of painting 
in mere besides many others of fame and reputation in their own coun- 
try, but whose names have not yet becoine familiar to English ears. Oneor 
two numbers will appear every month, in two separate forms, the one cost- 
ing uinepence, called the people’s edition, the other fifteenpence, for those 
who can afford the luxury. I may add that the wood engravings are beauti- 
rap | executed, the type of the letterpress (in Latin, not German characters 
is clear, and that the publishers, Meinholdt and Sons, of Dresden, have issu 
even the cheap edition on strong good paper.—Literary Gazette.

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Manuscript letters of Cowper, the poet, are rarely met with, as collectors 
of autographs well know. Last week, however, there were sold at Messrs. 
Puttick and Simpson's, from the collection of the late Mr. R. C. Lambe, forty- 
four letters of William Cowper to his friend Samuel Rose. Twenty-one of these 
are unpublished, and of several of the remainder only portions had been given 
by biographers and editors. The sum brought by the whole forty-four let- 
ters was 115/. 18s.; being a little more than 2/. 12s. 6d. tor each on the aver- 

The highest sum (10/. 158.) was given for one dated Weston Under 
wood, March 29, 1788, already printed, in which Cowper refers to his first 
ms on Slavery. “if you hear ballads sung in the streets on the subject of 
the hardships suffered by the poor negroes in the islands, they are probably 
mine. I was lately —_ to for assistance in that way by a suciety of 
ntlemen, enlisted in that laudable service. I have sent them [three]; two 
are serious, and one is not so, Of the former one is called the Negro’s 
Complaint, and one, the Morning Dream. The latter is entitled, Sweet 
Meat has sour Sauce; or, the Slave Trader in the Dumps. The subject, as a 
subject for song, did not strike me much, but the application was from a 
uarter that might command me, and the oecasion itself, whatever difficul- 
ties might attend it, offer’d pleas that were irresistibie. It must be an hon- 
or to any man to have given a stroke to that chain, however feeble.” One 
of the first unpublished letters in the series, dated the Lodge, April 20, 1789, 
reports the progress of the ‘Odyssey.’ “Since the woeful day when I com- 
menced Reviewer, my opportunities of letter writing have been few indeed. 
I purpose, however, for the future to manage that matter with more discre- 
tion, and not to suffer an occupation by which I can gain neither money nor 
fame, to deprive me of the pleasure of corresponding with my friends, to me 
more valuable than either. ...; I am now in the sixteenth Book of the ‘ Odys 
sey, and after having been so long engaged in it, begin with some impatience 
to look forward to the end of an undertaking almost too long and laborious for 
any creature to meddle with, the date of whose existence here is limited to 
threescore years and ten.” (3/. 5s.) In 1793, some of the unpublished let- 
ters refer, inter alia, to the translation of the ‘Iliad. “Jan. 9, 1793. I 
have already revised and made some alterations in the 23d book of the 
*Tliad;’ some of them sin against my own judgment, but one must consent in 
a degree to be led by those who lead the public. . . . To be disgusted with 
what I have written is no uncommon thing with me, and when my melan- 
choly is very predominant, I cannot bear a line of it. ... [ shall be glad 
when the bargain for the copyright of Homer can be struck with Johnson.” 
This sold for 42. 6s. In the later letters of the series we see the gloom com- 
ing down upon him which darkened the close of his life. A letter of Jan. 2, 
1794 (two pages 4to., 32. 10s.), has these affecting es:—‘ I rose this 
morning and have risen many mornings past, under a load of dejection and 
melancholy uncommon even with me, but net uncommon at this season of 
the year. This dreadful affection of my spirits wears off in some measure 
as the day proceeds, but while it lasts it makes all composition of either 
prose or poetry impracticable. . . . God knows that I write at this moment 
under the pressure of sadness not to be deseribed. Were I less absorbed in 
miserable self than I am, the horrid condition of Europe and especially the 
affairs of England, would touch me deeply. But, as it is, whether towns are 
taken or battles won or lost, seems to affect me little.” Among the other 
manuscripts and articles of interest at the sale were 164 letters of Wilkie 
the painter; the signals used at the Battle of Trafalgar, signed by Nelson, 
"Sl.

A curious literary trial has been held in the law courts of Paris. The 
facts are these: M. Silvestre, a gentleman engaged on a Life of Horace Vernet, 
the well-known painter, applied to the latter for materials, which were afforded 
to the biographer in the loan of letters written by, and addressed to, M. 
Vernet during his residence in Russia,—with the understanding that merely 
such portions were to be published as concerued the painter's art and his 
works. M. Silvestre, it appears, so far from observing the condition, and 
confining himself to mere Biography, sold the correspondence entire to 
the Editor of Za Presse, by whom a portion of it has been already published 
in feuilletons,and M. Vernet has applied for an injunction to prevent such 
publication and to regain his manuscripta—So far as we can make out 
the report of the proceedings, the right of property in private correspond- 
ence is less clear in France than it is in England, M. Silvestre’s counsel 
having defended his client, who refused to comply with M. Vernet’s appeal, 
averring that there was nothinginthe painter’s letters “detrimental to his 
reputation,” or unfit to appear in a newspaper. This assumption, how- 
ever, was overruled, and M. Silvestre has been restrained by authority 
from using M. Vernet’s letters without the writer’s consent. 


The annual report of the Perpetual Secretary of the Académie des 
Inscriptions et Belles Lettres of Paris, on the labors of the Committees of 
the Academy in the first half of the present year, has reached us.
